Today is “U-Day” in Marin. 
The United Bay Area Crusade, 
which seeks to raise $10.691.640 
in a five-county area between to­ 
day and Nov. 22, opens officially. 
It’s the “One Big Give” in which 
more than two million Bay Area 
residents will be asked to con­ 
tribute to the support of 288 agen­ 
cies—recreation areas for youth, 
child care and family counseling 
agencies, national health appeals 
and the United Service Organiza­ 
tion. 
Last year these agencies served 
directly more than 23,000' *Marin- 
ites. 
Marin United #Fund, under the 
campaign leadership of Wishard 
Brown, will ask for gifts from lo­ 
cal Marin 
businesses and em­ 
ployees, professional people, pub­ 


lic employees, individual donors of 
moderate-size gifts and neighbor­ 
hood residents who haven’t been 
asked to give at work. 


INTO' ONE FUND 
The money raised, whether by 
United Bay Area Crusade or by 
individual crusades like Marin’s— 
all will go in,to one Bay Area fund. 
It will be distributed to agencies 
by a committee of persons from all 
five districts according to (i) how 
much each crusade raised last 
year and (2) how urgent individ­ 
ual district needs are. 


Marin United Fund has sent to 
United Bay Area Crusade a report 
on 
the 
most urgent needs of 
Marin agencies. A committee which 
has equal representation from all 
districts is deciding which of the 


needs from all over the Bay Area 
must be taken care of first. 
On the Bay Area executive com­ 
mittee are Harrison M. Leppo, 
president of Marin United Fund, 
and Fred Drexler, both of Mill 
Valley. Merton A. Jacocs, San An­ 
selmo, and T. C. Wellman, Kent- 
field, are on the allocations com­ 
mittee. Mrs. Ward H. Austin, Lark­ 
spur, and Eugene E. Crawford, Mill 
Valley, are on the priority needs 
committee. 
JOINED FORCES 
This year the Bay Area Crusade 
binds together Marin, San Fran­ 
cisco, San Mateo, East Bay and 
Richmond - WTest 
Contra 
Costa. 
They joined forces last April be^ 
cause leaders of all five areas 
faced the fact that the Bay Area 
is a single natural interlocking 


¡ community. Previously, the five 
areas had made their own collec­ 
tions and pooled them to support 
the 288 agencies. 
So now a single appeal on be­ 
half of agencies in all five cru­ 
sades is going out to this one com­ 
munity, especially to the people 
who live in one town and work 
in another, and to the corpora­ 
tions whose market extends to a 
good part or all of the Bay Area. 
The big new fund drive is big­ 
ger than all five* of them., but it 
"doesn’t replace the individual lo­ 
cal crusades. United Bay Crusade 
will campaign areawide for gifts 
from firms operating in more than 
one community, employees of such 
firms, major construction firms, 
the military and individual donors 
of very large gifts.

The strike in M arin has idled 
about 350

members of the CIO Communica­ 
tions Workers of America. Pickets

graduated scale of $2 to $4.50 for 
maintenance men.

development between Ignacio and 
Hamilton Air1 Force Ba.se. 


PERMITS APPROVED 
Weisenburg said he has erected 
two signs at the location. Both are 
legal and permits for them were 
approved. 
But he argued that he should 
be allowed bigger and better signs 
if other subdlviders were allowed 
to build them. 
The company has one sign with 
256 square feet of space — the 
maximum allowable and another 
with 128 square feet of space. 
Weisenburg requested approval to 
build another sign, in the shape 
of an arrow to show motorists 
where to turn, in to the subdivi­ 
sion,. with 256 square feet of space. 
“We’re getting too many signs,”1 
one of the planners commented. 
“Then I ask that every other 
subdivider be forced to conform 
or let me go ahead with my re­ 
quest,” demanded Weisenburg.

Big Novato 
Sewer Plant 
Approved 


Novato Sanitary District last 
night approved plans for a new 
sew'age treatment plant expansion 
that * will 
make 
the plant big 
enough to serve a Novato popula­ 
tion. 260 per cent bigger than to­ 
day’s. 
Construction bids will be opened 
by the district on Nov. 21. Engi­ 
neer Warren Nute estimated that 
the treatment plant will take from 
8 to 10 months to complete and 
will cost in the neighborhood of 
$374.000. 
The plant has been designed 
with an. eye toward even, greater 
expansion,,, noted. District President 
Thomas Herd castle. To the extent 
of providing oversize pipes in the 
plans the 
engineer, commented 
Hardcastle, has tried to keep the 
plant expandable. “If we were to 
build with the attitude of expand­ 
ing everything later, it would cost 
(the taxpayer) a, great deal more,’ 
he said. 
“At the same time,” Nute told 
directors, “we have tried to keep 
the frills out." 
Upon completion the plant can 
serve a Novato population of 20,000, 
more than twice the sizerof today’s 
7,500 population. (This does not 
include Ignacio, which will have 
its own sewage treatm ent plant.) 
By adding only two additional 
unite to the completed plant, it 
was reported, the plant will ac­ 
commodate a population of up to 
40.000. 
The plant will be located at the 
end of Davidson street, adjoining 
the present structure. The total 
capacity for dally flow through the 
tanks, will be approximately one 
and one-half million gallon».

Earth Barrier 
Plan Explained 


The Mill Valley area will get its 
$14,000 flood control study, and 
soon, if the board of supervisors 
follows the recommendation of the 
flood control commission. 
Members of both groups met last 
night to hear engineer John S. 
Cotton of Kentfield discuss 
the 
proposed survey, and explain func­ 
tions of an. earth barrier which, 
might be built across lower Rich­ 
ardson Bay as a result of survey 
findings. 
He said feasibility 
of 
such 
a 
barrier cannot be determined un­ 
til borings and studies are made. 
However, he continued f if it were 
found to' be a sound solution to' 
the Mill Valley area flood, prob­ 
lem, it would be constructed with 
locks, to store flood waters and 
af the same time keep high tide 
waters out. As the tide receded the 
floodwaters wrould be released to 
the bay. 
“The problem is primarily due 
to tides,” he .said,. “Hence, enlarg­ 
ing or dredging channels would, be 
of little value.” 
The storage basin, Cotton point­ 
ed out, might be used for recrea­ 
tional purposes as well as flood 
control, and hence might have in­ 
tangible benefits to 
surrounding 
communities as great or greater 
than the tangible values. 
Four possible sites for the bar­ 
rier in Richardson Bay were 'point­ 
ed out by Cotton, and he suggest­ 
ed that three of these could prob­ 
ably be eliminated without making 
borings. 
The idea of a roadway across 
the barrier was briefly brought up, 
but Cotton's remark that such ad­ 
ditional construction would, com­ 
plicate' the barrier-building task, 
and. hence raise costs, seemed to 
end further speculation on that 
point. 
The commission had earlier re­ 
commended that 
the 
board go 
ahead with the study, and at last 
night’s meeting, with the $14.000 
cost figure estimated for the first 
time, commissioners re-emphasiz­ 
ed their stand. 
An additional recommendation 
was made—that Mill Valley have 
priority in 
getting 
the 
study— 
when it was pointed out by var­ 
ious 
commission 
members 
that 
other areas will probably eventual­ 
ly want the same sort of survey 
made. 
No definite action was taken as 
to raising funds for the study, al­ 
though Mill Valley itself has of­ 
fered to put up $3,500.

The prosecution case in the Sheran murder trial is “quite

Judge Freitas made his comments outside the presence of 
the jury, as defense attorney Thomas Scbaal asked the judge for 
an advisory verdict, requesting the jury to acquit Rodney G.

Prosecutor Roger Gaiety maintained a tight-lipped silence 
wras queried about the judge’s com- ' 
mente,, Said. Gaiety: “No com­ 
ment on. the judge’s remarks, ex­ 
cept to say that based on the evi­ 
dence, I am certain that Rod 
Sheran murdered his wife.” 
Sheran, 36-year-old Greenbrae 
excavator, is accused of fatally 
bludgeoning his 42-year-old wife," 
Esme, on May 25 on a fire road 
in. the hills above Fairfax. 
DENIES MOTION 
Judge Freitas denied the defense | 
motion for an advisory verdict for 
acquittal but added these com­ 
ments: 
“ . . . I think that this is some­ 
what of a thin case of circum­ 
stantial evidence. As a m atter of 
fact I think it is quite a, weak, case 
of circumstantial evidence, but I 
do think th at there is sufficient 
evidence to have it go to the jury.” 
Trial was to continue this after­ 
noon and resume Thursday at 10 
a.m. because tomorrow is a holi­ 
day (Columbus Day). Defense a t­ 
torney Schaal says he has one or 
two more witnesses to present, 
including Mrs. Norene Leitzell of 
Bon Air Apartments, one of the 
neighbors of the Sherans. He hopes 
to wind up his case today or 
Thursday.

Bon Air road vs. Wolfe Grade 
extension — the battle over a road 
link between San Rafael and Lark­ 
spur-turned out to be a no­ 
contest last night as the Kentfield 
Civic League tossed out both pro­ 
posals because residents could see 
little benefit from either road. 
But there were plenty of pre­ 
liminary fireworks from the 80- 
person audience, comprised mostly 
of Kentfield residents with a 
smattering of outsiders from 
Greenbrae, Larkspur and San Ra­ 
fael to provide inter-city rivalry. 
James Gray, head of the roads 
and traffic? committee, announced 
the recommendation of the Civic 
League directors: Extend Bon Air 
road to Larkspur. 
County funds set aside for the 
Bon Air bridge should not, how­ 
ever, be used for the job and 
Larkspur should finance both the 
bridge and the road. Gray said he 
feels residents of Kentfield would 
not get enough benefit from the 
road to justify the use of county 
funds. 
Robert Lindemann, league presi­ 
dent, added this notation: de­ 
velopers of Greenbrae and Bon Air 
areas tried to get county approval 
for certain types of construction. 
Failing to do so, they turned to 
Larkspur for annexation. Now* that 
Larkspur must provide police and 
fire protection to annexed areas, 
is it up to Kentfield to help pay 
for such services, or should Lark­ 
spur pay for it? 
This question raised a howl from 
from several who identified them­ 
selves as residents of the Green­ 
brae area. “I think that is an un­ 
fair presentation of the case,” said 
one. “If it’s an argument you want, 
I’m willing to argue it all night.”

The contention was apparently 
over use of county funds for the 
Bon Air bridge. Some members 
fgelt that there is no harm in 
using county funds. Others took 
the stand that Kentfield now has 
convenient access either way — 
along Sir Francis Drake or Mag­ 
nolia avenue. “Why pay ‘for any 
road across the marsh? Let Lark­ 
spur and Greenbrae worry about 
it,” seemed to be their feeling. 
At one point Mayor Orrin Gray 
of Larkspur reminded the group 
that Bon Air road should be of 
interest to all Marin because it 
passes in front of Marin General 
Hospital, a county hospital. Lark­ 
spur would pay for the road, but 
the Bon Air bridge should be 
financed by county funds, the 
mayor opined. 
Another member of the audience 
argued that Bon Air road should 
not be built because of the very 
fact that it passes in front of the 
hospital.

State Bar Recommends 
Hub Lawyer's Suspension 


A San Anselmo attorney and his 
San Francisco law associate have 
been recommended for three-year 
suspension by the California State 
Bar Board of Governors. 
The two are Edward Milton 
Tonini of 1361 San Anselmo ave­ 
nue, San Anselmo, and his asso­ 
ciate, Robert P. MacDonald of 
San Francisco. Jack A. Hayes, sec­ 
retary of the State Bar in San 
Francisco, reported that the two 
were recommended for suspension 
on a charge of soliciting legal 
work. He stressed that the two at­ 
torneys are practicing and will 
continue to practice unless and 
until the state Supreme Court up­ 
holds the suspension recommenda­ 
tion. 
Tonini and MacDonald have 
another month in which to peti­ 
tion the Supreme Court for a writ 
of review. If this is granted, the 
attorneys will have a chance to 
argue their case before the high 
court. In this action, Tonini said 
he and his associate will be repre­ 
sented by Archibald M. Mull Jr. 
of Sacramento, former president 
of the State Bar. 
Tonini explained that he is 
charged with infraction of the 
soliciting rule, which is that the 
client may ask for the advice of 
an attorney but the attorney can­ 
not ask a prospective client to em­ 
ploy him. The San Anselmo law­ 


yer said that many such’ charges 
are dismissed by the high court, 
and he expects that his suspension, 
even if ordered, would be reduced 
from the three years recommended 
by the State Bar. 
Tonini cited “two of the most 
recent cases on disciplinary mat­ 
ters.” In one case, a one-year sus­ 
pension recommended by the bar 
was dismissed, he said, and in 
another case a recommendation 
for three-year suspension was re­ 
duced to three months’ suspension. 
Neither lawyer is a member of 
the Marin County Bar Assn. Both 
belong to the San Francisco Bar 
Assn. 
Tonini pointed out that he is 
the principal party involved in 
this case, and that MacDonald is 
named as a party only because he 
is h junior partner in the same 
firm.

Redistrict 


Study Now 


Under Way 


Establishment of a new Central 
Marin supervisorial district and 
consolidation of the 4th (West 
Marin) and 5th (Novato) Districts 
is under study by a county organ­ 
ization, County Clerk George 
Jones said today. 
Jone» said that he had been 
requested by a "large local organ­ 
ization,'* which he did not identi­ 
fy, to draw up the necessary facts 
and figures preliminary to circu­ 
lating petitions which would force 
the board of supervisors to act on 
redistricting. 
Last week the board was asked 
by residents of San Gerónimo Val­ 
ley to redistrict their community 
of some 475 voters, from the 5th 
into the 4th District. This request 
has spurred the local organiza­ 
tion, Jones said, and he expects 
that a notice of intention to cir­ 
culate the petitions will be filed 
shortly. 
OUT OF B A L A N C E 
At present the districts are far 
out of balance population-wise, 
Jones noted. He gave these voter 
registration figures: 
First District (San Rafael), 
10,126 
Second District (Ross Valley), 
16,436 
Third District (Southern Marin), 
16,131 
Fourth District (West Marin), 
1,109Fifth District (Novato), 4,478 
Jones pointed out that the two 
small districts, having a total of 
only 5,587 voters, 12 per cent of 
the county total, have two super­ 
visors or 40 per cent of the county 
board. The two districts have only 
one-third the population of either 
the 2nd or 3rd Districts, but have 
twice the representation on the 
board. 
PASSED IN 1890 
The general county districting 
ordinance now in effect was passed 
Jan. 9, 1890, Jones’ records show. 
At this time Tómales was one of 
the largest communities in the 
county. 
In the next six years only two 
minor changes were made in the 
law, one involving an area just 
below Olema and the other to 
correspond with changes in county 
townships. 
It was not until November, 1930, 
that any major amendment was 
made. Up to that time the city 
of San Rafael was cut right down 
Fourth street by the dividing line 
between District 1 and District 2. 
An amendment to the ordinance 
gave all of the city to District 1. 
The last amendment was eight 
years ago when Pt. Reyes Station, 
which had always been in the 5th 
District, was redistricted by a sim­ 
ple motion of the supervisors into 
the 4th District. Outside of that, 
Marin’s 65-year-old supervisorial 
districts remain as they were then. 


S U G G E S T E D R E V A M P S 
Under the suggested redistrict­ 
ing, the 1st District would remain 
as it is with 10,126 registered vot­ 
ers. The 2nd District would be 
composed of Ross, San Anselmo, 
Fairfax and possibly the San Ger­ 
ónimo Valley, approximately 10,001 
voters. 
The 3rd District will be the same 
as it is except the city of Mill 
Valley would be taken from it, 
leaving 11,121 voters. The new dis­ 
trict would be the 4th, comprising 
Mill Valley, Corte Madera, Lark­ 
spur and the Kentfield School 
District, including Kentfield and 
Greenbrae, a total of 10,444 voters. 
The 5th District would be a con­ 
solidation of the present 4th and 
5th Districts and have 5,587 voters. 
Redistricting can be accom­ 
plished by a simple maojrity vote 
of the supervisors, or it can be 
initiated by the voters, a step 
which Jones says the local or­ 
ganization apparently is contem­ 
plating. 
Under an initiative, 10 per cent 
of the voters could force the su­ 
pervisors either to adopt a pro­ 
posed redistricting ordinance or 
put it on the next regular ballot 
for the voters. With a 20 per cent 
petition, the voters could force a 
special election to decide the or­ 
dinance's fate. 
Based on the 36.424 voters who 
cast ballots in the 1954 guberna­ 
torial race, 3,642 signatures would 
be needed to get the matter on 
the next general election ballot or 
7.284 would be needed to call a j 
special election.

Hundreds of egrets (a type of 
heron) have been killed on^ the 
Marin Island* during the past 
week or two by a pair of trigger- 
happy youths, and the islands’ 
owners have announced they are 
putting up no-trespassing signs to 
prevent a recurrence. 
The killing of about 500 birds 
came to the attention of San Ra­ 
fael Councilman Fred Jensen, who 
pointed out that the egrets are 
regular visitors Of the Marin Is­ 
lands, located in San Rafael Bay. 
Frank Foppiano of Mill Valley, 
caretaker of the islands, said he 


found about 500 dead birds on the 
islands, some hanging from bran­ 
ches, some among rocks. He said 
he questioned some fishermen who 
reported seeing a couple of youths 
approach the islands in a rowboat 
and get off with guns in their 
hands. “They must have used 
either .22 caliber rifles or air 
rifles,’’ said Jensen. Jensen said 
the birds are harmless, and there 
was no apparent reason for the 
wanton killing.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Will Legion Again Vote 
To Condemn The UNESCO? 


W ill the American Legion convention in 
Miámi condemn UNESCO, as Legionnaires 
have been voting to do since 1953? A fight 
appears to be brewing over the Legion's 
position on U.S. membership in the inter­ 
national agency. 
The Legion’s National Executive Council 
last fall voted 51 to six against sending a 
representative to the U.S. National Com­ 
mission for UNESCO. This was despite the 
report by a special Legion committee urging 
that the Legion “give serious consideration” 
to joining the commission. 
But the special committee continued its 
research under its chairman, Ray Murphy, 
a former Legion national commander from 
Iowa, now of New York. Early in May he 
appeared before the N ational Executive 
Committee to announce that his group had 
found charges against UNESCO “utterly 
without foundation.” A Legion press release 
said that M urphy’s speech had received “a 
standing ovation.” T he report carried three 
main findings: 
1. T hat UNESCO is not favorable to­ 
ward world government; that the pro­ 
grams and functions of UNESCO are 
not such as to tend toward world govern­ 
ment; that the U.S. commission (to 
UNESCO) individually and as a group 
are strongly opposed to world govern­ 
ment. 
2. T hat UNESCO is not atheistic, and 
3. T h at UNESCO is in no sense or no 
degree communistic. 
Specifically, the report rejects charges that 
Alger Hiss or H arry Dexter W hite had any­ 
thing to do with UNESCO. And it notes 
that Russia took no part in UNESCO until 
1954. Nevertheless, Legion departments in 
20 states are reported to have adopted anti- 
UNESCO resolutions. 
W hat is UNESCO? T he U.N. Charter 


(Art. 63) provides for “specialized agencies” 
which are to be brought “into relationship” 
with the U.N. through the Economic and 
Social Council, an 18-member group elected 
by the General Assembly. UNESCO is one 
of 10 such agencies. Its stated purposes are 
“to promote collaboration among nations 
through education, science, and culture in 
order to further justice, rule of law and 
human rights and freedoms w ithout distinc­ 
tion of race, sex, language or religion.” 
UNESCO is described as an “autonomous, 
specialized affiliate” of U.N. Of its 1955-56 
budget (two years) of $21 million, the U.S. 
is paying $6.3 million. 
The UNESCO Constitution was drawn up 
at a conference in London, in November 
1945. It’s members are not necessarily U.N. 
members: 
UNESCO members contribute 
directly to its revenues outside the U.N. 
Congress in 1946 authorized U.S. partici­ 
pation in UNESCO by a voice vote in the 
Senate and a 264 to 41 vote in the House. 
Among pro-UNESCO members of Congress 
was the late Sen. Robert Taft. 
T he UNESCO Constitution provides that 
each member state shall make arrangements 
to bring its educational, scientific, and 
cultural 
organizations 
into 
touch 
with 
UNESCO, usually through the formation of 
a N ational Commission. In the U.S., the 
N ational Commission was established by 
Congress and includes about 80 private 
organizations. These range from the Amer­ 
ican Association for the Advancement of 
Science, the American Farm Bureau Foun­ 
dation, and the Junior Chamber of Com­ 
merce to the CIO Secretary of State Dulles

SACRAMENTO 
(CNS) —Pay­ 
ing off the bonds of the San 
Francisco-Oakland Bay Bridge 
marks a red-letter day, for it 
will permit the state to go ahead 
now with new projects which 
were never dreamed of when the 
bay crossing was completed back 
in 1935. 


Redemption of these outstand­ 
ing bonds against the bridge will 
eliminate them as one of the 
major obligations th at must be 
met in financing a southern 
Crossing of San Francisco Bay. 


LEGISLATION adopted aX the 
1955 session continues tolls on 
the bridge to accumulate funds 
both to reimburse the state for 
expenditures made for m ainten­ 
ance and operation, and to build 
up the reserve for the construc­ 
tion of the southern crossing. 
Considerable saving in interest 
on the bridge bonds -will step up 
the accumulation of reserves. 


This in effect, will reduce the 
amount of the bonds th at must 
be issued when

southern 
crossing is financed. 


Also, retirem ent of the bonds 
will result in advancing the con­ 
struction dates of badly needed 
highway projects at least a year.

Extreme personal discomfort oc­ 
casioned by the publicity is of 
little moment to me; I am too 
busy here to worry about m at­ 
ters which do not truly m atter.” 


SECRETARY BENSON acted 
wdth sincerity at all points. 
Once Mr. Benson surrounded 
all 
the 
facts 
and 
thereupon 
changed his judgment, he acted 
with a bigness and 
a 
dignity 
characteristic of the man. So 
did Mr. Ladejinsky. It is for­ 
tunate th at these were the two 
men concerned. The Benson-La­ 
dejinsky case 
underlines 
that 
while no citizen has a “right” to 
a job with the government, no 
government can smear its citi­ 
zens with impunity.

NEW YORK m — Cheerful 
headlines are coming up for the 
next few weeks as business re­ 
ports its first nine months earn­ 
ings. 
The first 44 corporations to re­ 
port show three out of four do­ 
ing better than last year. Com­ 
bined, their net profit after taxes 
in the first nine months of their 
fiscal year was $225,905,781 — 
a smacking 42.5 per cent gain. 
Financial 
institutions 
aren’t 
included in the 44. But the big 
banks whose earnings statements 
are now appearing show almost 
unanimous gains over last year. 


THE GREAT MAJORITY 
of 
earnings statements won’t be is­ 
sued for several weeks yet. The 
first reports can be only a rough 
indication of what may be ex­ 
pected. The promise is that 1955 
will be a banner year for Ameri­ 
can business. 
At this year’s halfway mark 
the railroads were averaging a 
whopping 79 per cent gain in 
earnings over the year before. 
And further reports show the 
gain continuing. 
Whether the same glowing 
increases in 
business 
profits 
will carry over into 4 he new 
year is 
debatable. 
Earnings 
may be pared down by rising 
costs. 


Twelve of the 44 early report­ 
ing 
corporations 
show 
n in t 
months profits trailing 1954. And 
two of the 44 operated in the 
red this year, compared with 
four in th at plight last year. 
Among the 12 out of step with 
the 
majority 
are 
companies 
turning out airplanes, paint, oil 
and electrical equipment. 


SOME OF THE best gains over 
1954 reported by the 32 on the 
upside were turned in by rail­ 
roads, 
three 
farm 
equipment 
manufacturers, four metalwork­ 
ers, three 
rubber 
firms, 
two 
textile and two plywood com­ 
panies. 
Store sales so far this year 
seem to foreshadow gains in re­ 
tail profits when the reports are 
published in the n eit few weeks. 
The fast production pace of 
the steel mills indicates their 
nine months’ profits should be as 
glowing as the earlier ones this 
year. 
In all cases the nine months 
profits were made before Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower was stricken. 
But so far the effects of his ill­ 
ness have been localized pretty 
much to the stock market. 


There are few signs yet that 
businessmen are pulling in their 
horns, or th at sales totals and 
profit prospects are affected.

SACRAMENTO (JP) — More than 
200.000 acres of cooperative

public shooting lands will be open­ 
ed to pheasant hunters in Cali­ 
fornia this year. 


The state Fish and Game De­ 
partment announced yesterday the 
cooperative areas lined up total 
18—two less than last year—con­ 
sisting 
of 185,000 acres 
with a 
shooter capacity of 15,000. 


In Edition, it said, there will he 
some pheasant shooting permitted 
on seven state and four federal 
waterfowl areas, totaling 37,240 
acres. 


Under the cooperative area set­ 
up, private land owners make their 
property available and the state 
patrols and manages the hunting. 
The cooperative areas extend 
from Siskiyou County to

Diego. 
The largest one is 24,000 acres 
near Firebaugh in Fresno County. 
Other major areas include 18.500 
acres near Grimes in Colusa, 20,500 
acres near Davis in Yolo County, 
15,700 acres on Union Island near 
Tracy and 13,200 acres near Rio 
Vista in Solano County.

Van Brocklin Best Ball 
Marin Boys 
Defeat Drake 
Handler, Parker Admits prosh 31.6 


"Norm Van Brocklin of the Los 
Angeles Rams is the best ball 
handler in the National Football 
League,’* according to no less an 
authority than Buddy Parker, head 
coach of the powerful Detroit 
Lions and author of "We Play to 
Win," the story of his champion­ 
ship team which Prentice-Hall will 
publish Oct. 14. 
Van Brocklin is extremely de­ 
liberate on any fake, notes Par­ 
ker. "He actually puts the ball into 
the fakers body and then brings 
it out. The trouble with a great 
many quarterbacks is that they 
hurry their fakes and hence de­ 
stroy their' effectiveness.” 
Veering from his usual coaching 
diplomacy, Parker fills his study 
of the Lions football machine with 
some very original opinions on 
modem methods and players. 
For example, he insiste that his 
quarterback must throw from the 
blocking pocket, rather than mov­ 
ing toward the ends to throw on 
the run. Parker admits that great 
stars such as Frankie Albert, for­ 
mer field general for the San 
Francisco ’49ers, ran out of the 
pocket to throw. "But I don’t think 
Frankie was a great passer," adds 
the Detroit boss. "He was a su­ 
perb ball handler, but not a great 
passer.’* 
This season the Lions will play 
without the services of one of the 
true "giants” of the circuit—Les 
Bingaman, 350-pound middle guard 
who has retired. "Because of his 
size' and strength,** Parker recalls, 
"Bing could stop any attack di­ 
rected straight ahead, which en­ 
abled us to use a defense that 
gave us an extra pass defender." 
Parker remarks in "We Play to 
Win’* that "I don’t believe in try­ 
ing to block punts.” The Lions usu­ 
ally have one or two men—from 
the side of the line opposite from 
which they a— planning to return 
—rush the -kicker. “We feel some 
pressure has to be put on the 
kicker," says Parker, '‘‘or hell sim­ 
ply stand back and wait un”il his 
linemen are far downfield to cover 
the safety man.” 
Parker reasons that there is lit­ 


tle chance of blocking a kick, un­ 
less the pass from center is bad. 
Moreover, penalty possibilities are 
heavy and there is a good chance 
of injury to' the charging linemen. 
By not rushing the kicker, his 
front men can begin earlier their 
downfield move to form a running 
wedge. 
« d 
In giving the complete picture 
of the football structure at Detroit, 
the Lions’ coach says he counts 
heavily on scouting tips. His scouts, 
for example, last year reported 
that Marion Motley, the 240-pound 
Cleveland fullblack, had "lost a 
lot of speed, but still runs like a 
bull. Hit him low. If you tackle 
him high it will take six men to 
bring him down.” 
Parker’s brand of football has 
produced 38 wins and 12 losses at 
Detroit, while playing in the 
world’s toughest competition. In 
four years as head coach, Parker 
has brought three conference titles 
and two world's championships to 
Detroit, an r’most unmatched rec­ 
ord in any circuit.

CALIFORNIA OUTDOORS 


All signs indicate a banner year 
for salmon fishermen on the Sac­ 
ramento River this fall, and a 
sfeelhead season almost as good 
as last year, the Department of 
Fish and Game predicts. 
Ocean angling was tops this year 
with fish running bigger than 
usual. Commercial fishermen re­ 
port better than average catches 
both offshore and in Suisun Bay 
nets. And the Department men 
tagging the big kings in the Sacra­ 
mento near the mouth of the 
Feather River have been record­ 
ing them by the hundreds. 
An interesting sidelight to the 
steelhead run, which was slow 
starting and is just now hitting its 
peak, was: the fact that 18 per cent 
of the steelies were marked fish. 
This indicates that they were arti­ 
ficially spawned at Coleman Hat­ 
chery, Shasta County, and planted 
in the river by Kamloops, Inc., of 
Redding, and co-operating north­ 
ern counties. 
This indicates that a real con­ 
tribution is being made by the 
planting of the yearling steelheads. 
Salmon from Coleman also are be­ 
ing recovered from as far north 
as Vanccir 
Island, B.C. 
W ITH THE SIERRA deer sea-, 
son getting off to a good start, 
game management officials of the 


Department of Fish and Game 
learned that the 1955 coastal sea­ 
son turned out to be the second 
best on record, despite a slow start. 
Tag returns for the coastal sea­ 
son to date are .25,186, as com­ 
pared to the record 1954 year of 
27.994. Extreme fire hazard, for­ 
est fires, which kept hunters out 
of the woods, and high tempera­ 
tures throughout the season were 
mentioned as factors in the slight 
drop in deer kill. 
Department officials said it is 
too early to determine a trend In 
the Sierra season, but that the out­ 
look is good. Large numbers were 
taken in several refuges which ¡ 
were opened for the first time this | 
year by legislative action.

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Truman Says Russ 
W ar O n Japan O nly 
Secret At Potsdam 


WASHINGTON ( ^ - F o r m e r 
President Harry S. Truman says 
the only secret agreement made 
at the IMS Potsdam conference 
was a pledge by the late Premier 
Josef Stalin that the Soviet Union 
would carry out its commitment 
to Join the war against Japan. 
In the latest installment of his 
memoirs, published in Life Maga­ 
zine, Truman also says he wouldn't 
go along with a Soviet proposal 
that the United. States, England 
and other Allies in the Pacific 
War issue a formal invitation for 
Russia to get into,the fighting. 
“I saw in it,” Truman says, "a 
cynical diplomatic move to' make 
Russia's entry at this time appear 
to be the decisive factor to bring 
about victory . . . I was not will­ 
ing to let Russia reap the fruits 
of a long and bitter and gallant 
effort in which she had no part.” 
All the same, the former Pres­ 
ident relates, getting Russia into 
the Japanese war was one of the 
main reasons for his going to 
Potsdam. Russia had promised at 
Yalta, the year before to join the 
Pacific fighting after V-E day. 
Truman says U.S. military leaders 
were “most anxious” to get a firm 
commitment 
that 
the 
Soviets 
would follow through. 
“This I was able to get from 
Stalin in the very first days of the 
conference," Truman says. “We 
were at war, and all military ar­ 
rangements had to be kept secret, 
and for this reason it was omit­ 
ted from the official communique 
at the end of the conference. This 
was t(¡ie only secret agreement 
made a t Potsdam.” 
Truman says the bitterest debate 
at 
his 
Potsdam 
meeting 
with 
Stalin and Winston Churchill — 
who was, replaced as British prime 
minister part way through the 
conference by Clement Attlee—was 
over the Soviet satellite states. 
He relate^ that Churchill de­ 
clared an “iron fence” had been 
thrown around these countries, in 
viol,at,ion of guarantees Russia had 
given at Yalta. And he says Stalin 
interrupted the British leader with 
the remark: “All fairy tales.” 
Despite a “sharp and lengthy” 
exchange, Truman says, no agree­ 
ment ever was reached.

NATO Air Setup 
Called 'Archaic' 


PARIS (IP) — Gen. Alfred M. 
Gruenther today urged the free 
nations of Europe to integrate 
their air forces to meet any sur­ 
prise attack by Russia. 
Speaking to the defense minis­ 
ters of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization (NATO), the supreme 
commander described the present 
air command system as “archaic.”

ministers’ parley opening Oct. 27 
in Geneva, marks the first presi­ 
dential, step back toward active 
direction of U.S. foreign 
policy.

the United States will go to the 
Geneva foreign ministers confer­

Hears Director On 
Welfare Program 
Speaking before new members 
of Catholic Social Service Aux­ 
iliary, Miss Betty Presley, director 
of Marin County welfare, outlined 
the scope of the welfare depart­ 
ment. Under its jurisdiction is the 
old age security program—aid to 
the blind, and to the partially 
self-supporting blind—aid to needy 
children, that is, children deprived 
of the support of either parent 
through sickness, desertion, or di­ 
vorce-medical and surgical care 
for children under 21 whose illness 
may be of a handicapping nature— 
licensing of boarding homes, and 
other cases coming under no spe­ 
cific category. 
Of the old age security pro­ 
gram, Miss Presley said it was 
gratifying to note how the Social 
Security Insurance program con­ 
tinues to decrease considerably the 
number of cases coming under 
County jurisdiction. 
The District Attorney’s office of 
Marin has been of great assist­ 
ance to the Welfare board in lo­ 
cating fathers of deserted children. 
The fact was also brought out 
that the facilities of the three 
hospitals in Marin were utilized 
for welfare cases where hospitali­ 
zation is necessary. 
Miss Presley also stressed the 
need for additional boarding homes 
for high school students and for 
elderly people in good health, who 
are, for one reason or another, 
without home*

‘When they are present, our 
two youngsters monopolize the 
conversation. In a group I w-as 
part of the other day, a seyen- 
year-old girl interrupted adults 
five times. Her indulgent father 
listened without reprimand (and 
answered her irrelevant questions 
as if she were grown up.” 
Jack Converse put in: “We join­ 
ed the country club this year so 
the kids would have a swimming 
pool for the summer. Since the 
club added the pool to its facilities, 
there has been a waiting list for 
membership. It has the best golf 
course in the county, but the pool 
for the children is what has zoom­ 
ed the roster.” 
“And, don’t forget,” added Anne, 
“we moved to this town because it 
is supposed to have the best school 
system in the area. And we didn’t 
buy the house we liked best be­ 
cause it was on a busy street—dan­ 
gerous for the children.” 
“We’ve a strict saving plan so 
the children can go to college,” 
ticked off Jack, “and just the 
other day, when we bought a new 
stove, we spent more than we plan­ 
ned so that the burners could be 
way to the back of the stove w'here 
the children can’t reach them.” 
“You’re right,” I said, grimly 
sawing away at my tough steak. 
“It’s a child’s world, sure enough.” 
And resignedly settled dowm to 
listen to Jackie and Joan prattle 
through dinner.

A collection of shotguns valued 
at $2,100, reported stolen from the 
home of Mrs. Muriel A. Barr, 115

“I’m going home for good next 
year,” he confided. 
He stood in the entrance hall 
of St. Vincent’s School for Boys, 
where just an hour later an older 
boy—maybe 16—took his hand out 
of his pockets and saici he’d like 
to see Monsignor McKenna. 
“Just stopped by for a visit,” 
he said. He’s made several since 
he left the boys’ home in 1949. 
It’s common, says Monsignor 
Clement J. McKenna, St. Vin­ 
cent’s director, for a boy to talk 
about when he’s going home for 
good. At St. Vincent’s a boy does 
not forget his yearning for his 
own family. But he does learn a 
special new and lasting affection 
for the people and surroundings 
of this United Crusade agency 
which shelters boys who need care 
during a year or two or iñore of 
distress or emergency in their own 
homes. 
The 101-year-old institution be­ 
tween San Rafael and Novato is 
a group of graceful Spanish-style 
biddings at the end of a eucalyp­ 
tus-lined driveway leading east off 
Highway 101. Its 1800 acres stretch 
over smooth brown hills, orchards 
and fields to the bay. 
All five counties included in the 
United Bay Area Crusade send 
boys to St. Vincent’s. There are 
300 of them in all, from 6 to 16, 
placed at St. Vincent’s by social 
agencies and parents who pay ac­ 
cording to their means. The farm’s 
earnings, the Archdiocese of San 
Francisco, and the United Crusade 
make up the difference between 


what St. Vincent's care costs and 
I 
what a parent can pay. 
Boys are cared for by a staff of 
f two priests, 19 Dominican sisters 
and 30 laymen, including teachers, 
housefathers, a caseworker, main­ 
tenance men and farm workers. In 
addition eight caseworkers 
from 
social agencies visit St. Vincent’s 
every week to talk with the boys, 
find out their needs and plan for 
their futures. 
Most of the boys at St. Vincent’s 
aren’t orphans. They have come 
because something is wrong in 
their families—death of a parent, 
deseration, separaiton or divorce, 
illness. They come specifically to 
St. Vincent’s, rather than a foster 
home, because the parent prefers 
it or because the caseworker who 
is dealing with the whole family 
situation believes that the boy can 
benefit more from group living. 
• “For instance,” says Father Mc­ 
Kenna, “kids who can’t take au­ 
thority directly from adults can 
get through their teens in a place 
like this, taking their orders in a 
group.” 
St. Vincent’s has a lcng tradi­ 
tion of caring for boys, going back 
to San Francisco’s Gold Rush days 
when Father John McGinnis be­ 
gan caring for children whose par­ 
ents had died of cholera. But more 
meaningful to the boys than his­ 
toric traditions are some others 
that Monsignor mentions: tradi­ 
tions of consistency, equity, fair 
discipline, work. “This is a good 
place to pick up an awful lot of 
knowledge about work,” he says, 
remarking that boys work in the 
fields, make butter, bake, butcher, 
do janitor work, help skilled 


Motel Owners 
Win $28,225 
For Alto Land 


Former owners of Hillard’s Mo­ 
tel across the highway from Sa- 
bella's restaurant were awarded 
$28,225 damages from the state, 
which is taking the land for high­ 
way widening. 
A Jury of six men and six worn- 
end deliberated for about seven 
hours Friday night until almost 
midnight before bringing in a ver­ 
dict for Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Mar­ 
tino, who owned the restaurant 
site at 670 Redwood Highway. Trial 
was held before Judge Jordan L. 
Martinelli, with San Francisco at­ 
torney Haroli B. Lemer repre­ 
senting the Martinos, while Harry 
Miller argued for the state De­ 
partment of Public Works. 
The jury found that the value of 
land is $15,750, severance damage 
$5,075, and value of improvements 
$7,400. 
The Martinos owned the motel 
and the land, which had a 130-foot 
highway frontage and a depth of 
145 feet. The state is taking the 
entire frontage to a depth of 56 
feet. 
The trial created widespread in­ 
terest 
among 
property 
owners 
along the Alto strip and attorneys 
representing the landowners. Oth­ 
er condemnation suits are expect­ 
ed to come to court in the next 
several weeks. The judgment for 
the Martinos was considered quite 
favorable to the property owners 
as compared to the prices offered 
by the state.

Inconvenience To Marin'Slight 


Marinites continued today to put 
up with inconvenience in telephone 
service as a union strike against 
the Pacific Telephone and Tele­ 
graph Co. dragged 
through 
its 
second day. There wras no sign of 
a settlement. 
v 
John C. Gilman, PT&T manager 
in San Rafael, summed up the 
situation this way: 
“There are pickets in front of 
the buildings. 
“People are manning the switch­ 
boards. 
“And we are trying to give serv­ 
ice.” 
The strike in Marin has idled 
about 350 
telephone 
employees, 
members of the CIO Communica­ 
tions Workers of America. Pickets 
were posted at telephone offices 
in San Rafael, San Anselmo, Mill 
Valley, Sausalito, Larkspur 
and 
Pt. Reyes. 
Supervisory personnel were op­ 
erating the wsitch b o a r d s and, 
though some delays were exper­ 
ienced in long distance calls, dial 
service was not affected. Persons 
calling to and from non-dial areas 
in Marin—such as Sausalito, Lark- 
spur-Corte Madera and 
Stinson 
Beach-Bolinas—found 
at 
times 
that they had to wait to get the 
operator. 
According 
to 
PT&T 
spokesmen, however, this service, 
as well as long distance operations, 
will improve as supervisory per­ 
sonnel become acquainted with the 
complex phone machinery. 
The CIO Communications Work­ 
ers of America struck at 6 a.m. 


Arthur Viat reported “an average 
difference of about 50 cents either 
way” in negotiations over wages. 
Striking with the CWA are two 
other unions. They are the United 
Brotherhood of Telephone Work­ 
ers, covering 1,700 accounting em­ 
ployees, and the Urtfted Brother­ 
hood of Telephone 
Workers 
of 
California and Nevada with 2,500 
commercial employees. 
All three 
unions have been negotiating sinfie 
August. 
They are asking a $3 acroSs-the- 
board board increase for operators 
and a $4.50 weekly raise for main­ 
tenance workers in Northern Cali­ 
fornia. The company has offered 
$2 to $2.50 for operators and a 


graduated scale of $2 to $4,50 for 
maintenance men. 


Louis B. Knecht, director of 
CWA’s district 9, said his union 
was “sorry to inconvenience the 
public, but the company has re­ 
fused to meet us half -way. 
We 
have no alternative.” 


A company official said “liberal 
offers” have been made and that 
“a peaceful settlement has been 
available to the union leaders for 
the asking.” 
Gilman said he hopes this strike 
does not last as long as the 1947 
walkout — which lasted 10 weeks 
—“because it would 
cost 
those 
poor people.a lot of wages.”

by several residents. 
A letter from North Marin Plan­ 
ning Committee asked that con­ 
sideration of the application be 
postponed. A letter from the State 
Division of Highways stated that 
a traffic interchange is being "con­ 
sidered for the intersection. 
Several of the protestants ex­ 
pressed the opinion that this loca­ 
tion for a supermarket 
would 
create serious traffic 
congestion 
on Diablo avenue. 
Another opinion was 
that it 
would only create another shop­ 
ping center in Novato, 
too 
far 
from present shopping areas to be 
part of them, and too near to 
properly serve as a 
community 
shop center. Their views were also 
expressed by Mrs. Summers. 
Some of the protestants opined 
that a supermarket should go in­ 
to the regional shopping 
center 
being planned a short distance to 
the south 
by 
Lang Realty Co., 
developers of Lynnwood. 
Attorney A1 Bagshaw, 
repre­ 
senting Safeway, said the com­ 
pany does not want to be part of 
such a shopping center. 
He charged that all the opposi­ 
tion to Safeway’s application has 
been generated by Lang Realty 
Co. in its attempt to get as much 
backing as possible for the re­ 
gional shopping center, and that 
at least one or two names on one 
of the petitions were written on 
it without the person’s 
know- 
ledge.

Marin United #Fund, under the 
campaign leadership of Wishard 
Brown, will ask for gifts from lo­ 
cal Marin businesses and em­ 
ployees, professional people, pub- 


lic employees, individual donors of 
moderate-size gifts and neighbor­ 
hood residents who haven’t been 
asked to give at work. 
INTO ONE FUND 
The money raised, whether by 
United Bay Area Crusade or by 
individual crusades like Marin’s— 
all will go in,to one Bay Area fund. 
It will be distributed to agencies 
by a committee of persons from all 
five districts according to (1) how 
much each crusade raised last 
year and (2) how urgent individ­ 
ual district needs are. 


Marin United Fund has sent to 
United Bay Area Crusade a report 
on the most urgent needs of 
Marin agencies. A committee which 
has equal representation from all 
districts is deciding which of the 


needs from all over the Bay Area community. Previously, the five 
must be taken care of first. 
On the Bay Area executive com­ 
mittee are Harrison M. Leppo, 
president of Marin United Fund, 
and Fred Drexler, both of Mill 
Valley. Merton A. Jacobs, San An- 
seimo, and T. C. Wellman, Kent- 
field, are on the allocations com­ 
mittee. Mrs. Ward H. Austin, Lark­ 
spur, and Eugene E. Crawford, Mill 
Valley, are on the priority needs 
committee. 
JOINED FORCES 
This year the Bay Area Crusade 
binds together Marin, San Fran­ 
cisco, San Mateo, East Bay and 
Richmond - West 
Contra 
Costa. 
They joined forces last April be­ 
cause leaders of all five areas 
faced the fact that the Bay Area 
is a single natural interlocking 


areas had made their own collec­ 
tions and pooled them to support 
the 288 agencies. 
So now a single appeal on be­

Tough On Illegal 


Tract Signs 


Tell Staff To Give

ed war” on illegal subdivision 
signs* 
At 
their 
regular 
meeting 
planners instructed their stall 
to collect data on any and all 
illegal subdivision signs, either 
too large, or signs erected with­ 
out permits, and present the 
information to the district at­ 
torney’s office for legal action. 
The planners’ wrath was brought 
down against the illegal signs 
when L. E. Weisenburg Jr., of 
Trousdale Construction Co., ap­ 
plied for a permit to erect an ad­ 
ditional sign at the Loma Verde 
development between Ignacio and 
Hamilton Air Force Base. 


PERMITS APPROVED 
Weisenburg said he has erected 
two signs at the location. Both are 
legal and permits for them were 
approved. 
But he argued that he should 
be allowed bigger and better signs 
if other subdividers were allowed 
to build them. 
The company has one sign with 
256 square feet of space — the 
maximum allowable and another 
with 128 square feet of space. 
Weisenburg requested approval to 
build another sign, in the shape 
of an arrow to show motorists 
where to turn in to the subdivi­ 
sion, with 256 square feet of space. 
“We’re getting too many signs,” 
one of the planners commented. 
“Then I ask that every other 
subdivider be forced to conform 
or let me go ahead with my re­ 
quest,” demanded Weisenburg.

Big Novato 
Sewer Plant 
Approved 


Novato Sanitary District last 
night approved plans for a new 
sew^age treatment plant expansion 
that will make the plant big 
enough to serve a Novato popula­ 
tion 260 per cent bigger than to­ 
day’s. 
Construction bids will be opened 
by the district on Nov. 21. Engi­ 
neer Warren Nute estimated that 
the treatment plant will take from 
8 to 10 months to complete and 
will cost in the neighborhood of 
$374,000. 
The plant has been designed 
with an eye toward even greater 
expansion, noted District President 
Thomas Hardcastle. To the extent 
of providing oversize pipes in the 
plans the engineer, commented 
Hardcastle, has tried to keep the 
plant expandable. “If we were to 
build with the attitude of expand­ 
ing everything later, it would cost 
(the taxpayer) a great deal more,’ 
he said. 
“At the same time,” Nute told 
directors, “we have tried to keep 
the frills out.” 
Upon completion the plant can 
serve a Novato population of 20,000, 
more than twice the size*of today’s 
7,500 population. (This does not 
include Ignacio, which will have 
its own sewage treatment plant.) 
By adding only two additional 
units to the completed plant, it 
was reported, the plant will ac­ 
commodate a population of up to 
40,000. 
The plant will be located at the 
end of Davidson street, adjoining 
the present structure. The total 
capacity for daily flow through the 
tanks will be approximately one 
and one-half million gallon«. 


NON-PARALYTIC

Plan Explained 


The Mill Valley area will get its 
$14,000 flood control study, and 
soon, if the board of supervisors 
follows the recommendation of the 
flood control commission. 
Members of both groups met last 
night to hear engineer John S. 
Cotton of Kentfield discuss 
the 
proposed survey, and explain func­ 
tions of an earth barrier which 
might be built across lower Rich­ 
ardson Bay as a result of survey 
findings. 
He said feasibility of such a 
barrier cannot be determined un­ 
til borings and studies are made. 
However, he continuedf if it were 
found to be a sound solution to 
the Mill Valley area flood prob­ 
lem, it would be constructed with 
locks, to store flood waters and 
af the same time keep high tide 
waters out. As the tide receded the 
floodwaters would be released to 
the bay. 
“The problem is primarily due 
to tides,” he said. “Hence, enlarg­ 
ing or dredging channels would be 
of little value.” 
The storage basin, Cotton point­ 
ed out, might be used for recrea­ 
tional purposes as well as flood 
control, and hence might have in­ 
tangible benefits to 
surrounding 
communities as great or greater 
than the tangible values. 
Four possible sites for the bar­ 
rier in Richardson Bay were point­ 
ed out by Cotton, and he suggest­ 
ed that three of these could prob­ 
ably be eliminated without making 
borings. 
The idea of a roadway across 
the barrier was briefly brought up, 
but Cotton’s remark that such ad­ 
ditional construction would com­ 
plicate the barrier-building task, 
and hence raise costs, seemed to 
end further speculation on that 
point. 
The commission had earlier re­ 
commended that 
the 
board go 
ahead with the study, and at last 
night’s meeting, with the $14.000 
cost figure estimated for the first 
time, commissioners re-emphasiz­ 
ed their stand. 
An additional recommendation 
was made—that Mill Valley have 
priority in 
getting 
the 
study— 
when it was pointed out by var­ 
ious commission members 
that 
other areas will probably eventual­ 
ly want the same sort of survey 
made. 
No definite action was taken as 
to raising funds for the study, al­ 
though Mill Valley itself has of­ 
fered to put up $3,500.

1 he prosecution case in the Sheran murder trial is “quite 
a weak case of circumstantial evidence,” Superior Judge Carlos 
R. Freitas declared this morning as the trial entered its third 
I week. 


Judge Freitas made his comments outside the presence of 
the jury, as defense attorney Thomas Schaal asked the judge for 
an advisory verdict, requesting the jury to acquit Rodney G. 
Sheran. 


Prosecutor Roger Garetv maintained a tight-lipped silence 
was queried about the judge’s com­ 
ments. Said Garety: “No com­ 
ment on the judge’s remarks, ex­ 
cept to say that based on the evi­ 
dence, I am certain that Rod 
Sheran murdered his wife.” 
Sheran, 36-year-old Greenbrae 
excavator, is accused of fatally 
bludgeoning his 42-year-old wife,v 
Esme, on May 25 on a fire road 
in the hills above Fairfax. 
DENIES MOTION 
Judge Freitas denied the defense 
motion for an advisory verdict for 
acquittal but added these com­ 
ments: 
“ . . . I think that this is some­ 
what of a thin case of circum­ 
stantial evidence. As a matter of 
fact I think it is quite a weak case 
of circumstantial evidence, but I 
do think that there is sufficient 
evidence to have it go to the jury.” 
Trial was to continue this after­ 
noon and resume Thursday at 10 
a.m. because tomorrow is a holi­ 
day (Columbus Day). Defense at­ 
torney Schaal says he has one or 
two more witnesses to present, 
including Mrs. Norene Leitzell of 
Bon Air Apartments, one of the 
neighbors of the Sherans. He hopes 
to wind up his case today or 
Thursday.

A San Anselmo attorney and his 
San Francisco law associate have 
been recommended for three-year 
suspension by the California State 
Bar Board of Governors. 
The two are Edward Milton 
Tonini of 1361 San Anselmo ave­ 
nue, San Anselmo, and his asso- j 
ciate, Robert P. MacDonald of 
San Francisco. Jack A. Hayes, sec­ 
retary of the State Bar in San 
Francisco, reported that the two 
were recommended for suspension 
on a charge of soliciting legal 
work. He stressed that the two at­ 
torneys are practicing and will 
continue to practice unless and 
until the state Supreme Court up­ 
holds the suspension recommenda­ 
tion. 
Tonini and 
MacDonald have 
another month in which to peti­ 
tion the Supreme Court for a writ 
of review. If this is granted, the 
attorneys will have a chance to 
argue their case before the high 
court. In this action, Tonini said 
he and his associate will be repre­ 
sented by Archibald M. Mull Jr. 
of Sacramento, former president 
of the State Bar. 
Tonini explained that he 
is 
charged with infraction of the 
soliciting rule, which is that the 
client may ask for the advice of 
an attorney but the attorney can­ 
not ask a prospective client to em­ 
ploy him. The San Anselmo law­ 


yer said that many such' charges 
are dismissed by the high court, 
and he expects that his suspension, 
even if ordered, would be reduced 
from the three years recommended 
by the State Bar. 
Tonini cited “two of the most 
recent cases on disciplinary mat­ 
ters.” In one case, a one-year sus­ 
pension recommended by the bar 
was dismissed, he said, and 
in 
another case a recommendation 
for three-year suspension was re­ 
duced to three months’ suspension. 
Neither lawyer is a member of 
the Marin County Bar Assn. Both 
belong to the San Francisco Bar 
Assn. 
Tonini po;^ e d out that he is 
the principal party involved in 
this case, and that MacDonald is 
named as a party only because he 
is a junior partner in the same 
firm.

Senior Planner Bill Dobbs told 
the commission that there were 
numerous illegal subdivision signs 
which had been put up without 
permits in the Novato area and 
located on subdivisions along High­ 
way 101. Most of them are small 
signs on the subdivision itself, ad­ 
vertising houses for sale and di­ 
recting motorists after they are 
on the property. 
But some are along streets, 
Dobbs said, and noted that a sign 
near Highway 101 and Black Point 
cutoff advertising Lynnwood sub­ 
division is larger than the maxi­ 
mum size allowed by • the sign 
ordinance.

Dobbs also noted that small 
signs at Loma Verde, put up for 
the subdivision’s grand opening 
which started last weekend, were 
also illegal, but that they would 
probably be overlooked during the 
Loma Verde opening.

This request 
has spurred the local organiza­ 
tion, Jones said, and he expects 
that a notice of intention to cir­ 
culate the petitions w ill be filed 
shortly. 
OUT O F BALAN CE 
At present the districts are far 
out of balance population-wise, 
Jones noted. He gave these voter 
registration figures: 
First 
District 
(San 
Rafael), 
10,136 
Second District (Ross Valley), 
16,436 
Third District (Southern M arin), 
16,131 
Fourth District (West M arin), 
1.109 
Fifth District (Novato), 4,478 
Jones pointed out that the two 
small districts, having a total of 
only 5,587 voters, 12 per cent of 
the county total, have two super­ 
visors or 40 per cent of the county 
board. The two districts have only 
one-third the population of either 
the 2nd or 3rd Districts, but have 
twice the representation on the 
board. 
PA SSED IN 1890 
The general county districting 
ordinance now in effect was passed 
Jan . 9, 1890, Jones’ records show. 
At this time Tomales was one of 
the largest communities in the 
county. 
In the next six years only two 
minor changes were made in the 
law, one involving an area just 
below Olema and the other to 
correspond with changes in county 
townships. 
It was not until November, 1930, 
that any major amendment was 
made. Up to that time the city 
of San Rafael was cut right down 
Fourth street by the dividing line 
between District 1 and District 2. 
An amendment to the ordinance 
gave all of the city to District 1. 
The last amendment was eight 
years ago when Pt. Reyes Station, 
which had always been in the 5th 
District, was redistricted by a sim­ 
ple motion of the supervisors into 
the 4th District. Outside of that, 
M arin’s 65-year-old supervisorial 
districts remain as they were then. 


SU G G EST ED R EV A M PS 
Under the suggested redistrict- 
ing, the 1st District would remain 
as it is with 10,126 registered vot­ 
ers. The 2nd D istrict would be 
composed of Ross, San Anselmo, 
Fairfax and possibly the San G er­ 
onimo Valley, approximately 10,001 
voters. 
The 3rd District w ill be the same 
as it is except the city of M ill 
Valley would be taken from it, 
leaving 11,121 voters. The new dis­ 
trict would be the 4th, comprising 
M ill Valley, Corte Madera, Lark­ 
spur and the 
Kentfield School 
District, including Kentfield and 
Greenbrae, a total of 10,444 voters. 
The 5th District would be a con­ 
solidation of the present 4th and 
5th Districts and have 5,587 voters.

plished by a simple maojrity vote 
of the supervisors, or it can be 
initiated by the voters, a step 
which Jones says the local or­ 
ganization apparently is contem­ 
plating. 
Under an initiative, 10 per cent 
of the voters could force the su­ 
pervisors either to adopt a pro­ 
posed redistricting ordinance or 
put it on the next regular ballot 
for the voters.

Based on the 36,424 voters who 
cast ballots in the 1954 guberna­ 
torial race, 3,642 signatures would 
be needed to get the matter on 
the next general election ballot or 
7,284 would be needed to call a 
special election.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Will Legion Again Vote 
To Condemn The UNESCO? 


W ill the American Legion convention in . 
Miami condemn UNESCO, as Legionnaires 
have been voting to do since 1953? A light 
appears to be brewing over the Legion’s 
position on U.S. membership in the inter­ 
national agency. 
The Legion’s National Executive Council 
last fall voted 51 to six against sending a 
representative to the U.S. National Com­ 
mission for UNESCO. This wras despite the 
report by a special Legion committee urging 
that the Legion “give serious consideration” 
to joining the commission. 
But the special committee continued its 
research under its chairman, Ray Murphy, 
a former Legion national commander from 
Iowa, now of New York. Early in May he 
appeared before the National Executive 
Committee to announce that his group had 
found charges against UNESCO “utterly 
without foundation.” A Legion press release 
said that M urphy’s speech had received “a 
standing ovation.” T he report carried three 
main findings: 
1. T hat UNESCO is not favorable to­ 
ward world government; that the pro­ 
grams and functions of UNESCO are 
not such as to tend toward wTorld govern­ 
ment; that the U.S. commission (to 
UNESCO) individually and as a group 
are strongly opposed to world govern­ 
ment. 
2. T hat UNESCO is not atheistic, and 
3. T h at UNESCO is in no sense or no 
degree communistic. 
Specifically, the report rejects charges that 
Alger Hiss or Harry Dexter W hite had any­ 
thing to do with UNESCO. And it notes 
that Russia took no part in UNESCO until 
1954. Nevertheless, Legion departments in 
20 states are reported to have adopted anti- 
UNESCO resolutions. 
W hat is UNESCO? T he U.N. Charter 


(Art. 63) provides for “specialized agencies” 
which are to be brought “into relationship” 
with the U.N. through the Economic and 
Social Council, an 18-member group elected 
by the General Assembly. UNESCO is one 
of 10 such agencies. Its stated purposes are 
“to promote collaboration among nations 
through education, science, and culture in 
order to further justice, rule of law and 
human rights and freedoms without distinc­ 
tion of race, sex, language or religion.” 
UNESCO is described as an “autonomous, 
specialized affiliate” of U.N. Of its 1955-56 
budget (two years) of $21 million, the U.S. 
is paying $6.3 million. 
The UNESCO Constitution was drawn up 
at a conference in London, in November 
1945. It’s members are not necessarily U.N. 
members: 
UNESCO 
members 
contribute 
directly to its revenues outside the U.N. 
Congress in 1946 authorized U.S. partici­ 
pation in UNESCO by a voice vote in the 
Senate and a 264 to 41 vote in the House. 
Among pro-UNESCO members of Congress 
was the late Sen. Robert Taft. 
T he UNESCO Constitution provides that 
each member state shall make arrangements 
to bring its educational, scientific, and 
cultural 
organizations 
into 
touch 
with 
UNESCO, usually through the formation of 
a N ational Commission. In the U.S., the 
National Commission was established by 
Congress and includes about 80 private 
organizations. These range from the Amer­ 
ican Association for the Advancement of 
Science, the American Farm Bureau Foun­ 
dation, and the Junior Cham ber of Com­ 
merce to the CIO Secretary of State Dulles

Worst Year Of Fires Is Warning

Bridge Bond Retirement Opens 


Door For More Span Construction 


SACRAMENTO 
(CNS)—Pay­ 
ing off the bonds of the San 
Francisco-O akland 
Bay Bridge 
m arks a red-letter day, for it 
will perm it the state to go ahead 
now with new projects which 
were ne\»er dream ed of when the 
bay crossing was completed back 
in 1935. 


Redemption of these outstand­ 
ing bonds against the bridge will 
elim inate them as one of the 
m ajor obligations th a t m ust be 
m et in financing 
a 
southern 
crossing of San Francisco Bay. 


LEGISLATION adopted *t the 
1955 session continues tolls on 
the bridge to accum ulate funds 
both to reim burse the state for 
expenditures made for m ainten­ 
ance and operation, and to build 
up the reserve for the construc­ 
tion of the southern crossing. 
Considerable saving in interest 
on the bridge bonds will step up 
the accum ulation of reserves. 


This in effect, will reduce the 
am ount of the bonds th a t m ust 
be issued when 
the 
southern 
crossing is financed. 


Also, retirem ent of the bonds 
will result in advancing the con­ 
struction dates of badly needed 
highway projects at least a year. 


Ju st how m uch the bond re­ 
tirem ent a t the present time will

high officials of the Eisenhower 
adm inistration have publicly re ­ 
versed three security decisions 
and 
extended 
three 
personal* 
apologies for false accusation. 
Secretary of the Navy Charles 
S. Thom as apologized to Seam an 
Eugene W. Landy because he had 
been unfairly denied a commision 
in the M erchant M arin because 
of charges against his m other. 
Decision reversed. 
Secretary of the Army Wilber 
M. Brucker apologized to Dr. Al­ 
fred P. Kelly of W ayne Univer­ 
sity 
because 
the 
Army 
had 
charged th at he was pro-Com - 
m unist 
when 
the 
full 
facts 
showed th a t he was anti-Com - 
m unist. Decision reversed. 
Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
T aft Benson apologized to Wolf 
I. Ladejinsky because, though he 
had been cleared by the tough­ 
est security officer in the gov­ 
ernm ent, Scott McLeod of the 
S tate D epartm ent, Mr. Benson 
had ruled him a Communist- 
front security risk. Decision re­ 
versed. 


These 
are

apologies. These are honest, 
candid, straight forward apolo­ 
gies. But the fact that they 
were necessary—and there are 
others—shows how tardy the

NEW YORK (£>) — Cheerful 
headlines are coming up for the 
next few weeks as business re­ 
ports its first nine m onths earn­ 
ings. 
The first 44 corporations to re­ 
port show three out of four do­ 
ing better th an last year. Com­ 
bined, their net profit after taxes 
in the first nine m onths of their 
fiscal year was $225,905,781 — 
a smacking 42.5 per cent gain. 
Financial 
institutions 
aren’t 
included in the 44. But the big 
banks whose earnings statem ents 
are now appearing show alm ost 
unanim ous gains over last year. 


THE GREAT MAJORITY 
of 
earnings statem ents won’t be is­ 
sued for several weeks yet. The 
first reports can be only a rough 
indication of w hat m ay be ex­ 
pected. The promise is th a t 1955 
will be a banner year for Ameri­ 
can business. 
At this year’s halfw ay m ark 
the railroads were averaging a 
whopping 79 per cent gain in 
earnings over the year before. 
And further reports show the 
gain continuing. 
W’hether the same glowing 
increases in 
business 
profits 
will carry over into Hhe new 
year 
is 
debatable. 
Earnings 
may be pared down by rising 
costs. 


Twelve of the 44 early report­ 
ing 
corporations 
show 
nine 
m onths profits trailing 1954. And 
two of the 44 operated in the 
red this year, compared w ith 
four in th a t plight last year. 
Among the 12 out of step w ith 
the 
m ajority 
are 
compapies 
turning out airplanes, paint, oil 
and electrical equipment. 


SOME OF THE best gains over 
1954 reported by the 32 on the 
upside were turned in by rail­ 
roads, 
three 
farm 
equipment 
m anufacturers, four metalwork­ 
ers, three 
rubber 
firms, 
two 
textile and two plywrood com­ 
panies. 
Store sales so far this year 
seem to foreshadow gains in re­ 
tail profits when the reports are 
published in the ne£t few weeks. 
The fast production pace of 
the steel mills indicates their 
nine m onths’ profits should be as 
glowing as the earlier ones this 
year. 
In all cases the nine m onths 
profits were made before Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower was stricken. 
But so far the effects of his ill­ 
ness have been localized pretty 
m uch to the stock m arket. 


There are few signs yet th a t 
businessmen are pulling in their 
horns, or th a t sales totals and 
profit prospects are affected.

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Truman Says Russ 
War On Japan Only 
Secret At Potsdam 


WASHINGTON (¿P) — F o r m e r 
President Harry S. Truman says 
the only secret agreement made 
at the 1945 Potsdam conference 
was a pledge by the late Premier 
Josef Stalin th at the Soviet Union 
would carry out its commitment 
to join the war against Japan. 
In the latest installment of his 
memoirs, published in life Maga­ 
zine, Truman also says he wouldn’t 
go along with a Soviet proposal 
th at the United States, England 
and other Allies in the Pacific 
War issue a formal invitation for 
Russia to get into.the fighting. 
“I saw in it,” Truman says, “a 
cynical diplomatic move to make 
Russia’s entry at this time appear 
to be the decisive factor to bring 
about victory . . . I was not wifl- 
ing to let Russia reap the fruits 
of a long and bitter and gallant 
effort in which she had no part.” 
All the same, the former Pres­ 
ident relates, getting Russia into 
the Japanese wrar was one of the 
main reasons for his going to 
Potsdam. Russia had promised at 
Yalta the year before to join the 
Pacific fighting after V-E day. 
Truman says U.S. military leaders 
were ‘‘most anxious” to get a firm 
commitment 
that 
the 
Soviets 
would follow through. 
‘‘This I was able to get from 
Stalin in the very first days of the 
conference,” Truman says. “We 
were at war, and all military ar­ 
rangements had to be kept secret, 
and for this reason it was omit­ 
ted from the official communique 
at the end of the conference. This 
was t^e only secret agreement 
made at Potsdam.” 
Truman says the bitterest debate 
at 
his 
Potsdam 
meeting 
with 
Stalin and Winston Churchill — 
who was replaced as British prime 
minister part way through the 
conference by Clement Attlee—was 
over the Soviet satellite states. 
He relate^ th at Churchill de­ 
clared an “iron fence” had been 
thrown around these countries, in 
violation of guarantees Russia had 
given at Yalta. And he says Stalin 
interrupted the British leader with 
the remark: “All fairy tales.” 
Despite a “sharp and lengthy” 
exchange, Truman says, no agree­ 
ment ever was reached.

(JF) — The 
three-million-dollar Moulin Rouge, 
only interracial hotel and casino 
here, has been padlocked because 
of “mounting financial troubles.” 
It is the third Las Vegas hotel 
known to have undergone finan­ 
cial difficulties in recent months.

said today th at West Germany’s 
79-year-old government chief has 
pneumonia but is recovering. 
A special medical bulletin issued 
by two physicians said Adenauer’s 
“feverish bronchitis has been com­ 
plicated by a light bronchial pneu­ 
monia.” 
The bulletin added that the 
pneumonia “is fading away” and 
“the fever has abated, but the 
chancellor must remain in bed for 
at least another week.” 
The aged German leader w^ent 
to bed last Friday with a feverish 
cold. 
Intimates said he became chilled 
during a night drive from Luxem­ 
bourg to Bonn last Wednesday 
after his day-long conference with 
French Premier Edgar Faure on 
the Saar plebiscite.

Ike, Dulles In First 


Confab Since Illness 


DENVER (JF—Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles conferred at 
Fitzsimmons Army Hospital today 
with President Eisenhower in their 
first foreign 
policy 
conference 
since the President’s heart attack 
Sept. 24. 
The Eisenhower-Dulles confer­ 
ence centered primarily 
around 
the agenda for the foreign min­ 
isters’ meeting opening at Geneva 
later this month, which Dulles will 
attend. 
At 7 a.m., medical bulletin from 
the President’s bedside reported: 
“The President slept soundly last 
night for eight hours. He feels 
refreshed and cheerful.this morn­ 
ing. 
“His condition continues to pro­ 
gress satisfactorily without com­ 
plications.” 
The session with Dulles, dealing 


mainly with the Big Four foreign 
ministers’ parley opening Oct. 27 
in Geneva, marks the first presi­ 
dential step back toward active 
direction of U.S. foreign 
policy.

Catholic Auxiliary 
Hears Director On 
Welfare Program 


Speaking before new members 
of Catholic Social Service Aux 
iliary, Miss Betty Presley, director 
of Marin County welfare, outlined 
the scope of the welfare depart 
ment. Under its jurisdiction is the 
old age security program—aid to 
the blind, and to the partially 
self-supporting blind—aid to needy 
children, that is, children deprived 
of the support of either parent 
through sickness, desertion, or di 
vorce—medical and surgical care 
for children under 21 whose illness 
may be of a handicapping nature— 
licensing of boarding homes, and 
other cases coming under no spe­ 
cific category. 


Qf the old age security pro­ 
gram, Miss Presley said it was 
gratifying to note how the Social 
Security Insurance program con­ 
tinues to decrease considerably the 
number of cases coming under 
County jurisdiction. 


The District Attorney’s office of 
Marin has been of great assist­ 
ance to the Welfare board in lo­ 
cating fathers of deserted children. 


The fact was also brought out 
that the facilities of the three 
hospitals in Marin were utilized 
for welfare cases where hospitali­ 
zation is necessary. 


Miss Presley also stressed the 
need for additional boarding homes 
for high school students and for 
elderly people in good health, who 
are, for one reason or another, 
without homes.

In a group I was 
part of the other day, a seven- 
year-old girl interrupted adults 
five times. Her indulgent father 
listened without reprimand and 
answered her irrelevant questions 
as if she were grown up.” 
Jack Converse put in: “We join­ 
ed the country club this year so 
the kids would have a swimming 
pool for the summer. Since the 
club added the pool to its facilities, 
there has been a waiting list for 
membership. It has the best golf 
course in the county, but the pool 
for the children is what has zoom­ 
ed the roster.” 
“And, don’t forget,” added Anne, 
“we moved to this town because it 
is supposed to have the best school 
system in the area. And we didn’t 
buy the house we liked best be­ 
cause it was on a busy street—dan­ 
gerous for the children.” 
“We’ve a strict saving plan so 
the children can go to college,” 
ticked off Jack, “and just the 
other day, when we bought a new 
stove, we spent more than we plan­ 
ned so that the burners could be 
way to the back of the stove where 
the children can’t reach them.” 
“You’re right,” I said, grimly 
sawing away at my tough steak. 
“It’s a child’s world, sure enough.” 
And resignedly settled down to 
listen to Jackie and Joan prattle 
through dinner.

UNITED CRUSADE AGENCY 


Former owners of Hiliard’s Mo­ 
tel across the highway from Sa- 
bella’s restaurant were awarded 
$28,225 damages from the state, 
which is taking the land for high­ 
way widening. 
A jury of six men and six wom- 
end deliberated for about seven 
hours Friday night until almost 
midnight before bringing in a ver­ 
dict for Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Mar­ 
tino, who owned the restaurant 
site at 670 Redwood Highway. Trial 
was held before Judge Jordan L. 
Martinelli, with San Francisco at­ 
torney Harolll B. Lemer repre­ 
senting the Martinos, while Harry 
MiHer argued for the state De 
partment of Public Works. 
The jury found that the value of 
land is $15,750, severance damage 
$5,075, and value of improvements 
$7,400. 
The Martinos owned the motel 
and the land, which had a 130-foot 
highway frontage and a depth of 
145 feet. The state is taking the 
entire frontage to a depth of 56 
feet. 
The trial created widespread in­

To Boys Without One

A collection of shotguns valued 
at $2,100, reported stolen from the 
home of Mrs. Muriel A. Barr, 115 
I street, San Rafael, a week earl­ 
ier, was found Friday, San Rafael 
police reported. 
Handyman Bill Prior had stored 
them in the attic for safe keeping, 
police explained. The guns were 
valued at $300 each. They were 
owned by Mrs. Barr’s late hus­ 
band, John. 


The sun-tanned 12 - year - o l d 
tossed a marble into the air. 
“I’m going home for good next 
year,” he confided. 
He stood in the entrance hall 
of St. Vincent’s School for Boys, 
where just an hour later an older 
boy—maybe 16—took his hand out 
of his pockets and said he’d like 
to see Monsignor McKenna. 
‘Just stopped by for a visit,” 
he said. He’s made several since 
he left the boys’ home in 1949. 
It’s common, says Monsignor 
Clement J. McKenna, St. Vin­ 
cent’s director, for a boy to talk 
about when he’s going home for 
good. At St. Vincent’s a boy does 
not forget his yearning for his 
own family. But he does learn a 
special new and lasting affection 
for the people and surroundings 
of this United Crusade agency 
which shelters boys who need care 
during a year or two or ihore of 
distress or emergency in their own 
homes. 
The 101-year-old institution be­ 
tween San Rafael and Novato is 
a group of graceful Spanish-style 
buidings at the end of a eucalyp­ 
tus-lined drivew'ay leading east off 
Highway 101. Its 1800 acres stretch 
over smooth brown hills, orchards 
and fields to the bay. 
All five counties included in the 
United Bay Area Crusade send 
boys to St. Vincent’s. There are 
300 of them in all, from 6 to 16, 
placed at St. Vincent’s by social 
agencies and parents who pay ac­ 
cording to their means. The farm’s 
earnings, the Archdiocese of San 
Francisco, and the United Crusade 
make up the difference between 


what St. Vincent’s care costs and 
what a parent can pay. 
Boys are cared for by a staff of 
two priests, 19 Dominican sisters 
and 30 laymen, including teachers, 
housefathers, a caseworker, main­ 
tenance men and farm workers. In 
addition eight caseworkers 
from 
social agencies visit St. Vincent’s 
every week to talk with the boys, 
find out their needs and plan for 
their futures. 
Most of the boys at St. Vincent’s 
aren’t orphans. They have come 
because something is wrong in 
their families—death of a parent, 
deseration, separaiton or divorce, 
illness. They come specifically to 
St. Vincent’s, rather than a foster 
home, because the parent prefers 
it or because the caseworker who 
is dealing with the whole family 
situation believes that the boy can 
benefit more from group living. 
“For instance,” says Father Mc­ 
Kenna, “kids who can’t take au­ 
thority directly from adults can 
get through their teens in a place 
like this, taking their orders in a 
group.” 
St. Vincent’s has a long tradi­ 
tion of caring for boys, going back 
to San Francisco’s Gold Rush days 
when Father John McGinnis be­ 
gan caring for children whose par­ 
ents had died of cholera. But more 
meaningful to the boys than his­ 
toric traditions are some others 
that Monsignor mentions; tradi­ 
tions of consistency, equity, fair 
discipline, work. “This is a good 
place to pick up an awful lot of 
knowledge about work,” he says, 
remarking that boys work in the 
fields, make butter, bake, butcher, 
do janitor wor k, help skilled
